Not Discussing Details. 

The President was able to exercise 
judicial discretion in this matter, but 
was willing to strain a point in favor 
of Canada unless he could — secure 
some tangible grounds on which to 
base favorable action, No one In 
authority here is willing to discuss 
the details, but there is good ground 
for the belief that material concessions 
have been granted by Canada and that 
the Uniied States will receive in re- 
turn for its minimum the intermedi- 
ate rates given by Canada to France 
and twelve other countries, on a con- 
siderable number of articles in which 
exporters from the United States are 
specially interested. 
Under the existing treaty between 
Canada and France, the latter coun- 
try receives the conventiona] rate on 
about ninety articles. As to many 
of these, however, the United States 
has little or no interest, and there 18 
reason to believe that this govern- 
ment hes consented to receive the In- 
termediate rate on much less than 
alf that number. 
. tari Experts Proud of Work. 
The tariff experts who have so suc 
cessfully concluded this large work, 
take particular pride in the fact that 
for the first time the United States 
now enjoys the minimum tariff rates 
of all important nations. Hereto- 
fore, American goods have generally 
paid the maximum rates and have 
had to force their way into foreign 
markets on the basis of their superior 
merits or because they could not be 
produced outside of America. Canada 
has four rates of tariff which differ 
materially from one another.g The 
rate which the United States probab- 
ly will receive is classed as rate No. 
3, or the treaty rate, and within the 
limitations as to the number of 
articles involved, is the same as that 
allowed to France under the existing 
treaty. 


No Industry Affected. 

Ottawa, Ont., Mareh 27.—There is 
no official confirmation here of the 
report of a definite settlement of the 
tariff trouble between Canada and 
the United States, but it is believed 
the Washington despatches more or 
less accurately describe the situation 
as it exists today. It is probable that 
when the announcement is made in 
the course of a few days it will be 
found that Canada has not in any de- 
gtee surrendered the principle for 
whieh the government has been con- 
tending, viz., that in trade matters, 
we are, and. must remain, absolutely 
independent of the United States. The 
probabilities are, it is stated, that 
when the list of articles on which the 
United States will receive the inter- 
mediate tariff is announced, it will be 
found that no established Canadian 
industry will be affected in any way. 

The American government has been 
given an opportunity to crawl out of 
a hole, and in doing so will make 
the concessions look as big as  pos- 
sible, and at the same time given a 
definite promise to enter into serious 
negotiations for a noorprecity treaty, 

Definite Announcement This Week. 

It is possible that a definite an- 
nouncement as to the details of the 
treaty may not be made public till 
Wednesday, when the House meets 
again, and perhaps not till Thursday, 
Mareh ist, when President Taft must 
make definite declarations as to whe- 
ther or not Canada’s tariff constitutes 
“undue discrimination’ against the 
United States That no such de- 
claration will now be made seems rea- 
sonably certain.

U.S. CRUISER PAINTED 
~ WITH DERISIVE SIGNS 


“This Ship is Hell” Write Crew «f 
Salem on Side of Vessel in Pro- 
test Against Undue Severity of 
Commanding Officer—Rear Admir- 
al Dillinham to Investigate. 


Norfolk, Ma., Mar. 27.—Rear Ad- 
mira] Dillinham removed here today 
from Washington and hoisted his flag 
on the Scout cruiser Salem, for the 
purpose of making an investigation of 
charges of the crew that they had been 
treated with undue severity by the 
commander of the vessel, George R. 
Evans. 

Several mornings within the week, 
sunrise has shown the trim cruiser 
with her sides decorated with derisive 
signs, painted by daring seamen dur- 
iug the night. In_ letters that all the 
fleet could read, the vessel has been 
placarded with such signs as ‘‘Evans- 
made House,” “This ship is Hell,’ 
and “Evans the Slave Driver.”’ Tha 
crew alleges that Comamnder . Evans 
will not permit them the athletic pas- 
times allowed on other vessels of the 
navy; that he has cut off their shore 
leave; that~‘he inflicts the severest 
sort of punishment for trivial offences. 
and that he treats them with a studied 
lack of courtesy. 

Six Years tor insubordination. 

A few days ago. fireman James Boyd 
told Commander Evans what the crew 
thought of him. He was tried for 
“rank insubordination,” and _ sen- 
tenced, as the crew heard, to six years 
in the Boston Naval prison.

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THE U.S. IMMIGRATION 
TO CANADA INCREASING 


The Class of Settlers Coming Across 
the Border is the V @st—Are 


Brin Mo and je With 
de He is Lend to Buy Much 
Cheaper. 
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Ottawa, Mar. 27—W. J. White. 
inspector of Canadian government of- 
fices in the United States is very en- 
thusiastic over the number and class 
of immigrants coming to Canada this 
year. -In eleven months of the present 
fiscal year 86,488 iinmigrants have en- 
tered Canada from the neighboring 
republic, showing a very satisfactory 
ineréasé over the corresponding period 
of previous fiseal year, when the num- 
‘ber amounted to 50,680. The increase 
in numbers is no less gratifying than 
is the quality of people who are com- 
ing to take up their homes in the 
Dominion. 

“On one train crossing into Canada 
at North Portal, two weeks ago,”’ said 
Mr. White, ‘‘new settlers thereon had 
in cash or cheques a total of $225,000 
and in one day, which TF spent at the 
St. Paul office, settlers passing through 
in less than. 24 hours represented a 
capital of a little over $1,000,000.” 

Mr. White went on to explain that 
for the las few years statistics gath- 
ered from incoming settlers from the 
United States, showed that in round 
numbers they brought into the coun- 
try in cash or settlers effects $1,000 
per head, and that this year every 
indication pointed to a larger increase 
on the per eapita wealth. 

When asked why a ciass of people 
so well endowed with this  worid’s 
goods saw fit to break up their old 
homes and seek a new location under 
a different flag, and altered conditions. 
Mr. White said: ‘The wheat growing 
land of the United States is now 
practically all in the hands of indi- 
vidual owners, ond farmers with fami- 
lies of sons growing up find it impos- 
sible to secure an acreage for them 
to cultivate when they reach years 
of maturity, the result being that the 
price of the wheat growing land ‘n 
the Central and Western States is 
forced up until prices now range from 
$50 or $75 to $150 or $200 per acre, 
according to the qutlity and location. 

The American tarmer knowing that 
he can dispose of his property at 
such advantageous prices and secure 
in Western Canada virgin soil at 
prices in the vicinity of $15 per acre. 
where cost of cultivation is less, and 
the return greater, is not slow to avail 
himself of the »portunity.  Pur- 
chasers for his land in the States are 
easily found among those who for the 
same reason desire to increase their 
holdings and do not’ wish to sever 
their connection with the localities jn 
which their families have grown up. 

Immigration Will Increase. 

“I believe,” said Mr. White, ‘that 
during the fiscal year commencing on 
April Ist next the immigration from 
the United States will show a very 
stbstentitl increase even over the 
very satisfactory figures of last year.”

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WHIRLWINDS ADD 
TO THEIR TERROR 


Lava Chokes Crater of Aetna and 
Great Explosion May Tear the 
Mountain Asunder. 


— 


Catania, Sicily, Mar. 28.—Whirl- 
winds “aah the erupiions -f 
Mount Aetna ay added to the ter- 
ror of the panic stricken peasants and 
trains of refugees. The heat from the 
lava and craters rising produces at 
mospheric disturbances and whirl- 
winds which race about the devastated 
country and threaten the district. un- 
harmed by the eruptions. Today there 
were indications that the volcano was 
preparing for a mightier gutburst 
than any of recent years, the lava 
choking the craters and stopping the 
flow that acted as a safety valve. 
There is now a danger of a gigantic 
explosion which might tear the moun- 
tain asunder. 

American Tourists Imperilled. 

Thirty American tourists narrowly 
escaped death today in a fiery stream 
of lava that was pouring from Mount 
Aetna. The tourists had gone toward 
the danger zone in autos only to be 
stopped by the police. The party. 
however, evaded the police, slipped 
through the lines, and advanced al- 
most to the edge of the lava stream. 
The lava suddenly spurted forward 
and shot down the slope at whose foot 
the Americans were standing. The 
party fled shrieking before the wave. 
which rolled forward with the speed of 
a breaker on a level beach. Severa} 
of the women stumbled and were drag- 
ged forward bodily by their compan- 
ions. Miraculously they escaped. 

Shortly after midnight the severity 
and frequency of the earthquakes in- 
creased and the last vestige of control 
was shaken out of the frightened 
masses of people. 

Makes Superb Spectacle. 
About four a.m. a marked diminu 
tion in the flow of lava was noted, but 
it increased again. The mest active 
crater this morning was that near 
Villa San Girolamo, whieh was a 
monster mortar, bombarding the coun- 
try for miles about with rocks, whose 
incandescency in even broad day- 
light made a magnificent spectacle. | 
Snow is falling tocay and tho contrast 
of flames from the craters is seen 
through the falling snow and a maze | 
of smoke is formed, one of the oddest | 
phases of the eruption. The railroad 
surrounding Aetna is lined for miles 
with crowds and the wagon roads are | 
also thronged. The colortul display | 
at night is a superb spectacle, Fis- | 
sures and openings about the top of | 
the mountain seemed to give it a} 
crown of fire. Refugee stations hav | 


been established at Alseno, Bianen 
villa and Paterno and there supplies

This Revort Says Danger is Over. | 

Milan, Mar. 28.—Reports received | 
here are to the effect that Mount Aet- 
na is quieting and the danger io 
Borello, Bella, Paspoa and Nicolosai 
is seemingly averted. Trustworthy 
accounts show that the magnitude of 
the eruption was much exaggerted 
though the mass of volvanic matter 
expelled from the erator exceeds all 
eruptions of modern tines. The total 
damage is now estimated at 4,000 
pounds sterling. Professor Mercalli. 
the Neapolitan seismologist, believes | 
the eruption will soon supside, but | 
warns the population of the Searrair- 
ana district that they will probably be 
inconvenienced by earthquakes in the 
near future. Over 7,000 tourists are 
encamped on the lower slopes 2f 
Mount Aetna. 

Two Warshins Ready. 

Rome, Mar. 27.—Two warships were 
ordered in readiness today for depart- 
ure to Catania. The order is taken to 
mean that King Victor Emmanuel 
would start for the scene of the BSici- 
lian disaster at once. It was report- 
ed that Queen Helena had insisted 
upon acconrpanying him but that the 
king had objected because she is now 
in poor health.

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FARMERS NOT 
ENTHUSIASTIC 


Over Pork Packing Plant Plant Pro- 
pesition—Fear Beef Trust— 
Union Discuss Questions.

The questions of Hail Ineura ’ 
solidated Schools, a Coapenatve ork 
Packing Plant and the opening of Brit. 
ish Colunibia markets to Alberta pro- 
ducts, hay and oats in particular were 
among matters keenly discussed at the 
regular meeting of the Fdmonten local 
union of the United Farmers of Alberta, 
held in the city council chambers 9n 
Saturday afternoon. 

Chas, Brunell, president of the local 
union, occupied the chair and held the 
close attention of the meeting to the 
matters in hand. The first to be taken 
up was the British Columbia market 
question. The secretary, F..C. Clare, 
read a communication from A. J, 
Fream, secretary of the U.F.A. etating 
that as a result of the investigation ot 
trade conditions in British Columbia 
made by James Bower, the president, the 
farmers of the Ned Deer district were 
now in touch with British Columbia 
maikets and reaping substantial profits, 
All the information which the president 
had to give concerning his trip was con- 
tained in the report which he. presented 
at the annual meeting. 

British Columbia Market Openings. 


It struck the Edmonton members aa a 
coincidence, that the president of the 
U.F.A. should reside at Red Deer, and 
that the farmers of that district were 
the only ones which had as yet availed 
themselves of the particular information 
afforded as to the market openings of 
the coast province. Members of the Ed- 
inonton branch had been given no “tips” 
on the situation, Since Mr. Bower had 
heen sent on his mission by the Provin- 
cial Government at an expense of about 
$1,000, it seemed that each association 
had every right to partioulars, 

It was suggested one member that per- 
haps Red Deer had been better edle to 
take advantage of the markets of British 
Columbia, because of its Co-operativ So- 
ciety, but it was pointed out by the Pre- 
sident that this society had been formed 
by the Red Deer farmers since the in- 
vestigation, in order to take advantage 
of these markets. 

Edmonton Co-operative Society. 

The suggestion was made by a member 
that a central agency should be estab 
lished in Edmonton, in connection with 
the U.F.A., to advertise in British Co- 
lumbia and carry on other trade enter- 
prises which the farmers could not indi- 
vidually undetake, It was imperative 
that the widest possible publicity be giv- 
en to the names of companies ready to 
buy as even if some local unions neglect- 
ed to take advantage of the market af- 
forded, every car load of produce that 
went out of the province would help the 
local market, On motion of Mr. Wilson, 
seconded by 8. W. Candy, the meeting 
decided unanimously that Mr. Bowers 
rhould be requested to give all informa- 
tion regarding buyers and markets for 
Alberta products to all the unions.of the 
Province. 

Want Consolidated Schools. 

The reply received from the Deputy 
Minister of Education to the request of 
the union that steps be taken to intro 
duce legislation to provide fur a grant 
for consclidated schools was in effect 
that the farmers of the province might 
have consolidated schools any time they 
chose to erect them at their own ox- 
pense. This response was received with 
general dissatisfaction. The deputy min- 
ister had previously said that consol. 
dated schools were still in the experi- 
mental stage and that the one at Red 
Deer was merely on trial. The meeting 
was very positive in its opinion that 
consolidated schools had passed the ex- 
perimental stage and the secretary was 
instructed to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of the minister of education and 
John R. Boyle, M.P.P., asking them te 
have legislation introduced for a grant 


towards the erection of consolidated 
schools, 
Access All Land. 
After considerable discusison of sys 


tems of hail insurance now in vogue, 
the meeting passed a resolution favori:

Meat Trust Feared. 

The members held divers views on the 
subject of @ Provincial Pork Packing 
Plant, no conclusion was reached with 
regard to the matter, except that it 
should rest with the individual farmers 
to decide whether they wanted the iplaat 
or not, by making or failing to make 
subscription for the 50,000 hoge @ year 
required, Some members thought that 
provision should be made for cattle as 
well, 

“When I take my cattle to one of the 
big dealers,” said a member, “he will 
say to me, ‘I have no use for them take 


them where you sold your hogs,’ and 
what can I do?” 

It was thought that the rules laid 
down by the commission were very 


stringent, Dut it was pointed out by the 
president that these rules could be anedi- 
fied at will by the farmers supplying the 
hogs, as in their hands lay the election 
of the directors of the concern. The gen- 
eral attitude towards the proposition of 
the government was one of scepticism 
and the question was shelved.

SAYS ENGLISH PEOPLE 
ARE DEGENERATING 


Report of Local tner’ Invéstig t- 


ing ‘ake Lessons from 
G vised by Committee 
to ivate. Her National 


Strength—imperfect Education one | 
of the Causes. 


The hrawn and sinew’ of England 
and of Scotland are undergoing a 
physical and moral retrogression, n 
the opirton of a committee of promin- 
ent’ English men and women who have 
investigated conditions over there, 

The committee was ¢omposed of 
Lord Milner, Canon 8. A: Barnett, of 
Westminster; five members of Par- 
liament, Lily H. Montagu, of the Na- 
tional Union of Women Workers; 
Stanley of Alderley, president of the 
Apprenticeship and Skilled Employ- 
ment association; Nettie Adler, of the 
London Education committee, and a 
number of others who are active in 
sociological and industrial uplift work. 

England is waning, it appears from 
the. report made by the committee. 
and is headed straight for national 
Uisaster through a faulty system of 
public education and other things. 
Germany, her trade rival, is much 
more progressive and is far ahead 
England in cultivating the elements 
of national strength, and the demand 
is Made that Albion take lesséns from 
the Kaiser's country and recover some 
of her lost ground. 

The lads and lasses of England and 
Scotland are falling below the former 
standard of useful units of the nation 
and are filling the ranks ef an army 
of loafers and criminals, This is 
what England’s Prime Minister said 
in relation to the subject:—“The chil- 
dren are the raw material, upon the 
fashioning of which depends whether 
they shall add to the common stock 
of Wealth and -intelligence and good- 
hess or shall be cast aside as a waste 
product upon the local rivbish heap.” 

The inereasing number of — those 
that are destined to be cast upon the 
rubbish heaps is what alarms the in- 
vestigating committee. The embod- 
ied their views in a pamphlet, which 
Sir Alfred Mosely- has sent to City 
Superintendent William H. Maxwell. 
of the botrd of educhktion here, saying 
that _he hoped that a knowledge of the 
condition of affairs over there. would 
be helpful to the edueational authori- 
ties of this country in avoiding simi- 
lar trottles, ’ 

Great Underlying Evil. 

The investigating committee said 
that one of the greatest evils under- 
lying the great distress in England 
due to unemployment was the imper- 
fect education of boys and girls, -s- 
pecially between the ages of 14 and | 
20 years. There can be no relief for 
the masses of unemployed has been 
corrected by a better policy on the 
part of the State. The seeds of un- 
employment are sown in the period of 
adolescence under the present sys- 
tem and the inevitable fruit of idle 
ness and crime comes in the course of 
time, 

In certain industries the conditions 
under which boys are employed are 
actually detrimental to their morai | 
and physical welfare and in a large 
and growing numberof industries the 
conditions are such as to give the 
boys no adequate training for indus- 
trial life. Street selling by boys 
comes in fora hard rap. The chief 
constable of Manchester is quoted as 
saying that street trading is produc- 
tive of a greater amount of evil than 
any other: occupation followed by 
children, The. boys develop into lazy 
shiftless and workless men, becoming 
for the most part racecourse touts and 
often traveling thieves and loungers: 
they sink down until they end their 
days in the workbouse or jail. 

Out of 1,454 youths between 14 and | 
21 years that were charged with 
theft, and similar offences in Glasgow 
in a single year 83 per cent. were 
boys that had worked as street trad- 
ers, hawkers, van boys or carters, riv 
et-heaters and laborers. Van boys ate 
usually discharged when 8 years old 
and are unfitted for other employ- 
ment. The influence of unemploy- 
ment on juvenile crime is shown in a 
report of the Borstal Association. 
which says that over 80 per cent. of 
their charges were not at work when 
they got into trouble. Much good 
material is being wasted and allowed 
to drift into erime, when under 4 | 
wiser policy the boys might be train- 
ed for a life of honest industry 

Specialization of Employment. 

The specialization of employment 
has resulted in a demand for boys and 
girls to pirform work of a purely 
mechanical character, which does not 
give them any training for future em- 
ployment. This refers to loom chil- 
dren, doffers or shifters in textile in- 
dustries, ‘oil eans,”’ drawers off in 
sawmills, rivet boys in boiler shops 
and shipyards, girl labelers, bottlers. 
sweets packers and card sorters, Most 
of them receive no training that wi!! 
fit them for work other than that of 
an unskilled or a low skilled laborer. 
The boy that enters such employment 
at 4 or & years cannot be retained 
more than a few years, as he is re- 
place by younger boys at a sma! 
wage. He if dismissed with no 
training for future employment, and 
if he sticks to a boy’s job he cannot 
afford to get married. When dismis- 
sed at 8 id without training for 
an industrial We the youth drifts into 
the overcrowded ranks of unskilled 
labor, where there is irregular employ- 
ment and wages hardly sufficient to 
support existence. 

As a result of this condition it ‘s 
pointed out that in Glasgow in the | 
winters of 1906-06-07 there were 8,273 
men under 30. years old who applied 
to the distress committee for relief. 

Cheap production in England for a 
wide market .has had much to do with 
breaking up industrial operations which | 
formerly were parts of a single craft, 
and prevents the boy frow getting an in- 
sight of any but the smallest part of | 
the trade. The medern apprentice is | 
merely one part of a large and compli- 
cated machine. Apprenticeship has died 
out in many industries, and cannot be 
revived; this affepts the masses of boys. 
Girls also suffer from the lack of will- 
ingness of employers to train them ade- | 
quately, the committee says, Many of | 
the best places in London firms are oc- | 
cupied by French women who were | 
trained in the excellent ecoles profession | 
elles muanicipales of Paria, “4 
@ ‘lt fOmm Wise to recognize economic |

be inevitable, to deal with factg as they 
are, and not as we might wish them to 
be,” save the comimittee. 

Suggestions for Reform. 

The committee makes suggestions for 
improving the state of things, The coun- 
try should adopt a system of conrypulsory 
attendance at continuation schools wp to 
the age of seventeen years and a com- 
pulsory reduction of working hours of 
bers and girls under that age, together 
with the development of full time day 
trade:schools. The age for leaving school, 
which is fourteen years, should be rais- 
ed, Street selling should ‘be prohibited. 

Comnulsory continuation schools are in 
operation in Germany, and are giving 
excellent results, and the committee 
says that the adoption of such a system 
in England and Scotland would remedy 
the very grave evils which result from 
\mrploying boys merely as instruments 
of production without reference to their 
future careers. Lads are employed at 
work from which their own fathers were 
dismissed to make way for boy labor. 
The removal from the labor market of 
boys of fourteei® years and younger who 
leave school for werk would thus afford 
employment for thuosands of adults and 
help to solve the problem of the un.

DIVES IN VAIN FOR 
THE HOPE DIAMOND 


Expert Fails to Find Famous Gem 
at Scene of Wreck—Safe is Found 
Intact, but Contained No Jewels 
and Only Small Sum of Money. 


Singapore, March 25.—A_ Singa- 
pore diver, John Milne, has just re- 
turned trom an expedition to the | 
wreck of the French liner La Seyne. 
which sunk in the Rhim_ Straits, 
about forty miles from here, on the 
morning of November 15th, after hav- 
ing been in collision with the British 
steamer Onda, . 

Among the passengers on _ board 
the La Seyne was Mons. Selim Habib, 
x well known diamond merchant, and 
one of the objects of Milne’s expedi- 
tion was to recover the ship’s safe, 
which, it was thought, might  pos- 
sibly contain the merchant's stones, 
inciuding the famous blue Hope dia- 
mond, which he was reported to 
have had with him, ‘ 
* Despite the fact that the wreck oi 
the La Seyne lies in twenty-six tath- 


oms of water, Milne was able to 
reach the third deck and thus re- 
cover the ship’s safe, This Was 
tuken intact to Rhim, where it was 


opened. But it only contained a 
smell sum of money and there was 
no trace either of the blue Hope or 
any of Mons. Habib’s diamonds. 
The Hope diamond has a_ history 
that extends through centuries, and 
history has it that all who have ever 
owned the famous gem have had | 
their quota of troubles, financial and 
personal, So far as the records go 
the great jewel was brought from the 
Orient to Paris in 1688 and was sold 
io Louis XIV. It then weighed 1123; | 
carats. It later was cut down by 
an Amsterdam jeweler to 67', carats, | 
and passed through the hands of | 


the French royal families till it 
ceme into the possession of Louis 
AVi y

Eliason, a London jeweler, In the 
meantime it had shrunk to 44% 
carats in weight. From him it was 
purchased for $65,000 by Henry 
Thomas Hope, who, in 1861, on the 
occasion of the marriage of his} 
duughter, gave it to her as a bridal 
gift. In time it passed to her a 


Lord Henry Franéis Hope, who later 
married Miss May Yohe, an Ameri- 
can actress, and many times the 
famous ‘gem, once the proud posses- 
sion of the royal families Of France, 
graced the tiara of the charming!; 
pretty actress. 

But its possession still seemed to 
spell bad luck, and it was but a few 
years ere Lord Hope became finan- 
cially involvel and also entangled in 
divorcee proceedings with his pretty 
American wife. He was forced to 
dispose of the wonderful gem, and 
with its sale, it is said, all his finan- 
cial and domestic troubles ceased. — 

The diamond was next heard of in 
the possession of Mr. Simon Frankel, 
who was connected with the firm of 
Joseph Franke! & Co., local jewel- 
ers. .It was said that the price paid 
for the gem was $148,000, This firm 
during the money tightness of the 
fall of 1907 became financially crip- 
pled, and it was said the Hope dia- 
mond had been sold to Mons. Selim 
Habid, who acted as the agent of 
Abdul Hamid, the then Sultan of 
Turkey. When a short time later, 
however, the Sultan felt that his 
throne was tottering, he transferred 
the gem to Mons, Selim Habid with 
instructions to sell it. 

At the time of the wreck of the 
French steamer La Seyne and the re- 
ported loss of the diamond, it was 
not generally believed here that Mons. 
Selim Habid had the jewel in his 
possession, The result of the Singa- 
pore diver’s work would seem to 
bear out this latter theory,

This week, the Duchess visited Fes. | 
tival House, Piccadiliy, where the de- 
signs for the Pageant costumes are being 
executed under the direction of Mrs, Col- 
quhoun, The Lady Mayoress (Lady 
Knill) and the Mayoresses of the various 
Metropolitan Boroughs were present and 
a committee meeting was held to discuss 
various details of organization. Within 
a few minutes the Princess convinced 
those present that her interest in the 
great Fesival was not merely a passing 
one. Most valuable suggesiions were 
made by Her Royal Highness and these 
will be acted upon without delay. Each 
of the boroughs are asked to take a 
sfene in the Pageant, and provide the 
performers, The interest of the Duchess 
of Argyll has proved a wonderful stimu- 
lant,

The two existing copies 
are in the museum at Copenhagen and 
it was found that although these copies 
might be obtained, a further difficulty 
was the engaging of someone who could 
blow them. Two Danish gehtlemen were 
known to be expert players, but their 
engagements may prevent their taking 
part in the Pageant. One of the gentle- 
men, however, has kindly offered to come 
to this country and teach an Englishman 
how to play the instrament. So that, 
after all, the war-whoop 
above the din ofebattle when the hardy 
Norsemen of Canute hurl 
against Edmunds’ men. 

The latest of the remarkable visitors 
to the offices of the Festival of Empire 
in Pieeadilly, was a dwarf, 3 feet 7 
inches, who desires to take part in the 
Pageant.
